St. Louis friends of William 8. Cow- 
herd, many of whose political support- 


ers are also supporters of Senator Wil- 
liam J. Stone, alarmed over reports of 
defections in the strong Democratic 
counties, have appealed to the friends 
of Gov. Folk to save the Democratic 
gubernatorial candidate from defeat at 
the November election. 

With approximately two-thirds of the 
Democratic votes cast against Cowherd 
in the August primaries, and with wide- 
spread dissatisfaction over the results in 
St. Louis, the Cowherd supporters felt 
that unless they could obtain the cordia! 
co-operation of Gov. Folk's ftiends in 
behalf of the head of the ticket, Mr. 
Cowherd’s chances of election in Novem- 
ber were very slight. 

Conference With Lewis, 


Accordingly, Harry B. Hawes, Col- 
lector James Hagerman, Ralph Coale, 
president of the Jefferson Club; Hiram 
Philips and Richard Hanlon made over- 
tures to the Folk men in St. Louls and 
arranged for a conference that was held 
n the office of E. S, Lewis, a staunch 


olk supporter. P 
men were interested 
principally in getting the Folk men, to 
Agree to support the Democratic nomi- 
nee. As some of Cowherd’s staunchest 
friends have been actively supporting 
Senator Stone in his contest for re-eléc- 
ition against Gov. Folk, they feared that 
the Folk men might retaliate and refuse 
to vote for the Democratic nominee, 

Cowherd’s friends were ready to 
pledge themselves not to take any part 
in the senatorial contest if the Folk 
men would support the party nominee. 

Friendly Conference, He Says, 

E. 8S. Lewis said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: “The meeting was a friendly 
conference for an interchange of ideas 
and information. No dickers, trades or 
agreements were suggested by any one, 
as all present had declared their pur- 
pose to support Mr. Cowherd for gov- 


_ ernor.” 


The first meeting was held Saturday 
morning in Mr. Lewis’ office. The Folk 
supporters held a second meeting at the 
Washington Hotel Saturday night to 
discuss the situation among themselves. 
A committee was appointed to look aft- 
er the interests of Gov. Folk in the 
senatorial contest. 

Mr. Cowherd’s managers are said to 
have promised this committee that he 
will keep out of the senatorial fight. 
Besides Mr. Lewis, friends of Gov. Folk 
who attended the conference were: 
Frank M. Estes, Coal Oil Inspector Culp, 
William T. Jones and Lon Saunde:.. 

One of the men who attended the sec- 
ond conference said: 

“The Folk men made no overtures 
whatever to Mr. Cowherd’s friends. 
Cowherd's friends came to the Folk men 
and solicited their support. They know 
that there is a great deal of dissatisfac- 
tion among Democrats over the manner 


in which Mr. Cowherd was nominated. 


and they were afraid that unless the 
Folk men enthusiastically supported the 
nominee he would be beaten. 


Folk Men Not Alarmed. 


“Mr. Cowherd is the man who is sail- 
ing: on a squally sea—not Gov. Folk. The 
Cowherd organizations have been every- 
where against Folk, and his friends at 
last realize that if this attitude is main- 
tained he has no chance to be elected. 

“The Cowherd men, headed by Mr. 
Hawes, sought a conference with the 
Governor’s friends, and the result is 
that Mr. Cowherd has personally givea 
his word that he will not take any 
part in the senatorial contest.

When Lawrence Landzettel, aged 40, a 
tailor, opened his safe, also aged 40, in 
his office in the Victoria Building Tues- 
day morning, he found a powdery sub- 
stance and a few screws littering the in- 
terior near the safe door. 

“Been robbed,” Landzettel told him- 
self. ‘“‘Somebody’s dynamited or nitro- 
glycerined me.”’ 

He called up Chief of Detectives Smith 
on the telephone. The moment Chief 
Smith heard “safe robbery,” he turned 
in a riot call for all his available men. 

Detectives Schenk, Hannigan, Ryan 
and Kilker ran all the way from head- 
quarters to Landzettel’s office. 

“Hiow much have you lost?’ 
asked in chorus. 

“T had $50 cash and $ worth of 
stamps,’ said Landzettel, wringing his 
hands. ‘‘Probably all gone.”’ 

The detectives plunged into the safe. 
They found $50 in cash, $ in stamps, and 
valuable papers. Then they made a 
\microscopic examination of the pow dery 
substance, and found that it was 4 
years’ acqumulation of dust. The 
screws, they say, had fallen out of place 
like teeth loosened” by old age.

Here are the members of the 
House of Delegates Public Im- 
provements Committee which, 
without satisfactory explanation, 
in preventing action on the natu- 
ral gas bill:

Three of the leading mercantile and 
civic organizations of St. Louis will con- 
sider at their meetings this week a 
means of compelling the Public Im- 
provements Committee of the House of 
Delegates to report the natural. gas bill 
or give reasons for withholding 
measure from a vote. 

The bill grants a franchise to a com- 
pany, promoted by Attorney George V. 
Reynolds, to pipe natural gas from 
Kansas and Oklahoma and distribute it 
to St. Louls consumers at 36 cents a 
thousand feet. 

The United Light, Heat and Power 
Committee, representing several asso- 
ciations, will meet Tuesday night at the 
Planters Hotel, Secretary George Emer- 
son told a Post-Dispatch reporter Tues- 
day that the committee regards the nat- 
ural gas bill as advantageous legislation 


mand on the House of Delegates for 
prompt action. 

“IT am certain from personal inquiry 
that the bill will receive a majority of 
the votes in the House of Delegates if it 
is reported, whether favorably or ad- 
versely,’ said Mr. Emerson: 


Four Promise Support. 

“Four of the si: members of the Pub- 
lic Improvements Committee have stated 
that they will support the measure when 
it comes before the Fv-use. Two mem- 
bers decline to say whether they will 
vote for the bill, but have not expressed 
themselves as unreservedly against it. 
Six of the seven members of 
the committee announce’ themselves 
as willing to place the bill before 
the House. In view of that situation, we 
should like to know why the bill is kept 
in committee, where neither its benefits 
nor its weaknesses can be discussed by 
other members of the House. 

Jt is likely that the United Light, 
Heat and Power Committee will rein- 
force its written request for disposition 
of the bill by a. personal visit of its 
members to the House of Delegates 
next Friday night. The committee pro- 
cedure will be decided at its meeting 
Tuesday night.”’ 


West End Association te Act. 

“When the utilities committee of the 
West End Business Men's Association 
reports to that organization Wednesday 
night it is probable, according to Presi- 
dent C. R. Lupton, that its recommen- 
dations for the passage of the natural 
gas bill will be supplemented by a sug- 
gestion that a body of members be sent 
to the House of Delegates to urge im- 
mediate consideration of the measure. 

“The bill may not be ideal,’’ Mr. Lup- 
ton said, “but it represents a long step 
toward competition and an escape from 
monopoly. The West End Business 
Men’s Association is committed to the 
passage of the natural gas bill and will 
renew its efforts to have the House of 
Delegates do something. 

“If necessary, a delegation of our 
members will be on hand at every meet- 
ing of the House to show that there is 
a public need and demand for this leg- 
islation. 

“With six of the seven members of 
the Public Improvements Committee of 
the House on record as desiring a re- 
port on the bill, I don’t see why it is 
not at once reported.”’ 


Merchants for Measure. 

Ben Westhus of the South Broad- 
Way Merchants’ Association, believes 
that the House of Delegates will: pass 
the natural gas bill. 

“IT think the delegates are not in- 
clined, and certainly cannot afford to 
defeat so popular and important a bill,” 
he said. ‘The South Broadway Mer- 
chants’ Association is, of course, earn- 
estly in favor of the pending bill. We? 
have investigated all its provisions and 
conditions and are satisfied that the 
bill will insure cheap gas and competi- 
tion, both for public and private busi- 
ness. Unfortunately, the association 
doesn’t meet until the third. Tuesday of 
the month. At that time, however, I feel 
sure that the association will again ap- 
point a committee to help in getting the 
House of Delegates to move. 

North St, Louis Urges Action. 

Another campaign in behalf of the bill 
will be planned by the North St. Louis 
Business Men's Association at its 
meeting Thursday night.

Councilman Albert Bond Lambert an- 
nounced Tuesday morning that his as- 
cension in H, E. Honeywell's new bal- 
loon would be made between 3 and 4 p. 
m. Tuesday from the gas plant at Sec- 
ond and Rutger streets. 

Mr. Lambert said he hardly expected 
to remain in the air all night, but might 
do so if the balloon proved to be free 
from leaks. The wind seems likely to 


carry the balloon in a northeasterly 
course, toward Springfield or Mattoon, 
Ill., though Mr. Lambert is not sure he 
will get that far. 

The ascent will be the first made in 
the United States by Mr. Lambert, who 
won a pilot’s license by several ascen- 
sions in and near Paris. 

Mr. Honeywell, who made the new 
balloon, will accompany Mr. Lambert. 
The ascension will serve as a test of the 
bag, Auhich has a capacity of %,000 cubic 
feet of gas. The Pommern, which won 
last fall's international race from St. 
Louis, had a capacity of 8,000 cubic‘ 
feet.

‘No,’ he replied,” the girls across the 
street would see us.”” But he kissed the 
child. He was a dying man when his 
wife next saw him. 

“At 11 o’clock last Tuesday night,” 
Mrs. Rustin testified, in a sweet voice, 
varied occasionally by a wan smile at 
her questioner, “Fred telephoned me 
he was on the way home. I sat awhile 
longer and as he did not come I went to 
bed.”’ 

“Some time in the night,”’ continued 
Mrs. Rustin, “I was startled by a re- 
volver report which didn’t seem to come 
from our front porch, but from the cor- 
ner 50 feet away.

Commissioners to Demand 
Sight of Rolls of Various 
Organizations. 





Declaring his intention to divorce the 
St Louis Police Department absolutely 
from politics, Gov. Folk announced at 
Jefferson City Tuesday that he will re- 
quest the Board of Police Commissioners 
to ascertain if any members of the po- 
lice force belong to the Jefferson Club 
Or any other political organizations. 

According to the Governor's informa- 
tion, 500 patrolmen, probably a dozen 
sergeants and at least three captains are 
actively identified with the Jefferson 
Club. 

These; men are said to have ignored 
the Police Board's recent ultimatum thar 
all members of the department must 
cease their associations with politica: 
organizations. 

Gov. Folk believes that the facts can 
be brought to light by a Police Board 
inquiry embracing an affidavit from ev- 
ery member of the department as to 
whether or not he is a member of a 
political club. 

At the same time, the Governor or hits 
Board of Police: Commissioners, will de- 
mand from the Democratic and Repub- 
lican organizations, including the St. 
Louis Democratic and Jefferson clubs, 
the records of their organization, show- 
ing whether members of the department 
are on the rolls, and such other data 
as may be necessary to throw light on 
the investigation. 

In this way, Gov. Folk hopes to obtain 
fina] information as to the attitude of 
the police department toward the politi- 
cal machines. He has been told that 
several of the present police officials 
fre hostile to his administration and 
make no secret of their purpose to treat 
with indifference any order which may 
affect their future political prospects.

I am a firm believer in the anti-race 
suicide doctrine advanced by President 
Roosevelt and hearing that there was 
plenty of farm land here, I talked it 
over with my wife and we came. 


Stork Always Welcome, 

“This country offers opportunities to 
my children they could not get in Hol- 
land. We are both young and hope the 
family will increase in the future as 
rapidly as it has in the past.” 

The Holland farmer brought his fam- 
ily over as cabin passenzers, having 
during his 20 years of married life 
amassed something beside a _ record- 
breaking family. He will go as far West 
as Bella, Io., where he will either take 
up farming or enter business.

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MEDEN’S AIRSHIP WILL BE | 


ASSERTS WIFE 
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Capital to Build 


Wagormaker Has Constructed Model That He 
Says Will Fly Like a Bird—Now He Wants 


Large Machine. 





John Meden, 1940 North Eleventh 
street, has patented an airship which 
he hopes will prove a bird. At least 
he expects it to flutter around in the 
air like a bird. 

Just now he has only a model of the 
invention, but he is looking for some 
one who is willing to risk a few hun- 
dred dollars to build a machine that 
will fly. 

“Tt will make both of us rich,”’ he 
declared to a Post-Dispatch reporter 


Four years ago he began to evolve 
theories on how to construct a real fly- 
ing machine. The idea was suggested 
by a friend who occasionally dropped 
into Meden’s wagon making establish- 
ment and talked about airships. 

The wagonmaker devoted what spare 
time he had in designing a model.

*‘Yes, and if he isn’t killed trying to 
fly in it, he’s liable to lose his mind 
trying to build it,” said the daughter. 

Inventor Constructs Model. 

Meden, however, only laughed and 
continued to study and work. At last 
he decided just what was needed and 
he proceeded to build a model. 

The model has been finished and is 
now stored away in the cellar of the 
Meden home. All that is needed, the 
inventor says, is the monéy to build 
the ship according to the model. The 
model consists of a few pleces of tin 


ly shows to callers. 

Meden’s design does away with a gas 
bag. Its operating parts, he says, are 
to correspond as nearly as possible to 
a bird. The method of propulsion by a 
bird is to be imitated in all essential 
particulars in Meden’s craft. The wings 
are to be disposed to the best advantage 
to the body portion of the ship. They 
are designed both to elevate and to 
propel. 

The ship, according to plans, is ob- 
long in shape, with a tapering prow 
hinged to the body portion and oscil- 
lating in a horizontal plane for purposes 
of steering. The prow may be deflected 
by the operator by means of cords 
secured to the terminal arms of a de- 
pending post. 

Wings Work Like Birds. 

The propulsion of the wings is accom- 
plished by an electric motor. Meden 
intends that the wings shall open and 
shut with the fall and rise of the ship. 
The wings are to be provided with gate 
valves to permit air to pass freely 
through. 

Meden says the ship will have a carry- 
ing power of 500 pounds and ought to 
travel at least forty, to fifty miles an 
hour. 

“It is the best ever,’’ he declared to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘‘and if I can 
get the money to go ahead with the 
invention the question of aerial naviga- 
tion will be a problem no longer.’’ 

Although of an inventive turn of mind 
this is Meden’s first attempt to put any 
of his ideas into effect. He says he 
has taken a deep interest in airships, 
reading everything he could obtain 
on the subject. He has a drawer full 
of flying machink literature. 

Since obtaining the patent Meden has 
had deals on with various patent com- 
panies, which promised to promote his 
scheme. 

“I've fooled away enough money this 
way and am going to promote the thing 
myself,’’ he declared.

I believe that the equable distribu- 
tion of wealth which labor unions tend 
to secure is of benefit not only to work- 
ingmen, but to the whole community. 


Why Labor Should Be in Politics. 


I, therefore indorse labor unions and 
I believe that laboring men should be 
active in business to protect and pro- 
mote their unions and that they should 
be active in politics to preserve their 
unions. 

When I first urged labor unions to go 
into politics, Mr. Gompers disagreed 
with me in his Federationist, and de- 
clared that labor unie»™s ought to keep 
out of politics. 

I was surprised, therefore, when one 
day in Washington I was invited to ap- 
pear before the officers of the Federa- 
tion of Labor and give my reasons for 
urging labor unions to go into politics. 

I Was more surprised when I saw in 
the papers the next morning that the 
officers of the Federation of Labor had 


decided that labor unions ought to go 


into politics, and I was most surprised 
of all when Mr. Gompers came out in

The Dangers of Gompers’ Pian. 

The obiections to this plan are many, 
and they are convineing and cofciu- 
sive. 

1. You cannot afford to repose so 
muci: power with any man or any set 
of men. There is a distinct danger that 
the contents of the basket would be 
peddled more for the benefit of the own- 
er of the basket than for the advantage 
of the honest, trustful layers of the 
votes. There would be competition for 
the contents of the basket of a kind 
that would debauch and destroy your 
organization without benefitting the 
humbler member:. 

2. You would never be harmonious in 
your ideas of how the votes should be 
delivered. You would be divided by 
differences of opinion; you would : 
disrupted by dissensions. 

3. You would get little or no result 
from such a system, for the men elected 
would be primarily Democrats or Re- 
ublicans. They would be your friends 
efore election, but would forget al! 
about you after election. 

4. You have,tried out the old parties 
time and time again and have found 
them wanting every time and it would 
be absurd for you to waste your time 
and your opportunities persisting in a

On Sept. 18, 1898, the manufacturers of 
window glass and the window glass 
workers appeared before the Commiltee 
on Ways and Means of the Democratic 
Congress of that year. 

They came to protest against a heavy 
cut in the tariff on window glass. Mr. 
Bryan was a member of the Ways and 
Means Committee. 

Mr. John P. Eberhardt, president of 
}the Window Glass Workers’ Association 
of the United States, presented the case 
of the window glass workers before the 
committee. Mr. Eberhardt said: 

“We want better wages than they get 
abroad; we are not satisfied to have our 
wives and sisters wheel coal and sand 
in factories; we desire to have our chil- 
dren attend school instead of workin 
before they have even the elements o 
an education, as is the case of our com» 
petitors in the American market who 
work abroad. We are not satisfied to 
live in houses with only bare cobbie- 
stone or flagged floors, as many of them 
have to do. 

“To talk of American workmen work- 
ing and living as they do in foreign 
countries is un-American. Can we 4. 
to maintain a free government for the 
people, stand by the people, if we de- 
stroy the epirit of individual freedom 
and independence in that period.” 

In case Mr. Haskell should claim that 
he did not introduce any such resolu- 
tion, here isa photographic facsimile 
of it; and in case he should say there 
was no such secret Citizens’ Alllanee, 
here are the minutes of its meeting.

For the good of the reputation of our 
leisure class, the nucleus of which has 
ever been Newport, it is to be hoped 
that Gouverneur Morris’ story may be 
more widely read than the stories by 
these other authors.

‘He died of a broken heart,” said 
Hunt P. Wilson, a sergeant in Guibor’s 
Missouri Battery, C. S. A., during the 
Civil War, “‘because of unfortunate de- 
lay in admitting him to the Soldiers’ 
Home. He had been in il] health for 
some time, and was penniless. TI had 
sheltered him and given him odd jobs 
in my painting business and had writ- 
ten to Supt. Pace, asking that he be 
admitted to the home, where he was 
hoping to end his days. 

“By some unlucky chance, the first 
letter miscarried and was returned to 
me from the Dead Letter Office a month 
later. I wrote again, but, meantime,

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GROWING MILITARISM. 

The increase of the regular army to 100,000 
men, which, it is said, President Roosevelt will 
urge in his next message to Congress, will be in 
strict pursuance of the mad policy of imperial- 
ism, extravagance and militarism upon which the 
Government embarked amid the excitement of 
the Spanish War in 1898. 

Mr. Bryan has called attention to the ‘meager 
results obtained by the Roosevelt administra- 
tion in the field of domestic legislation, and espe- 
cially in the ‘enforcement of the anti-monopoly 
jaws. There has been much cry but little wool. 
We have had promises in abundanc:2, threats 
f@gainst “malefactor~ of great wealth,” and fran- 
tic invective against all manner of suspected and 
Hotorious wrongdoers. But a few futile prosecu- 
tions make up the record of real achievement. 
Practically nothing has been done to relieve the 
@conomic burden which weighs so heavily upon 
the industry of the country. In the war against 
Wrong in high places the Government is baf- 
fled. And if we except the railroad rate regula- 
tion law, the worth of which is yet .o be proved, 
and the meat inspection law, which was enact- 
ed in response to an’ imperative and practically 
wnanimous public demand, domestic legislation 
bas not been progressive or popular. 

It is quite otherwise with Mr. Roosevelt’s im- 
perial policy. That has suffered no check or 
hindrance, and the proposed army increase is 
but the preliminary to yet more demands along 
the lines of extravagance and waste.. 

' In 1897, the year before the Spanish War, the 
total expenses of the army and navy departments 
Were $85,511,813. In 1904 the expenditures had 
mounted to $239,725,382, or nearly three times the 
Amount seven ;ears before; in 1907 the bill fell 
to $199,278,476, army expenses being $101,671,881, 
Or more than twice the amount expended in 1897, 








and naval expenses $97,606,595, being nearly three} 


times the expenditure for that purpose in 1897. 
- In 1897 the army numbered 25,000 men. It 
been increased to 60,000, with privilege to 
expand to 100,000 in emergency. If this latest 
proposal is adopted the emergency limit will be 
raised. There is no end to such a policy of ex- 
pansion short of national bankruptcy. 
_ The army is scattered over our “dominions.” A 
few regiments in Manila and the Philippines, 
some in Hawaii, some in Cuba—everywhere con- 
tracting the habits of militarism and unlearning 
the rights and duties of citizenship. 

An army employed to overawe the Filipinos 
and other subject peoples is a fit instrument for 
employment at home for the same purpose. 

A large standing army corrupts the sense of 
citizenship, is an ever-growing economic -burden, 
and a menace to free institutions and self-gov- 
ernment which every self-governing people has 
Jearned to fear and hate. 

. Militarism is the great and only unmixed suc- 
. of the Roosevelt administration. It is the 
ical outcome of a” expanding policy. of im- 
rialism which in turn is the convenient excuse 

r oppressive extravagance of Government ex- 

nses designed to breed profit in the pockets 

f monopolists whose chief asset is the favor of 

fovernment. It is against this policy that pub- 

c opinion should be arottsed by Mr. Bryan as 
geader and candidate of the Democratic party.

MONOPOLY INTEREST OUTWEIGHS PUBLIC 
INTEREST. 

If the natural gas franchise bill now in the 
hands of the Public Improvement Committee of 
the House of Delegates is not promptly sinned 


the city will lose the opportunity for compett- | 


tive bids on public lighting, the contract for 
which expires within two years. That much 
time is required to prepare for competition and 
for the carrying out of the terms of new con- 
tracts. If the bill is not passed in time to en- 
able the new company to bid, the city will be 
at the mercy of the Laclede Gas Light Co., 
which holds a monopoly of gas service. 

But the bill is more than an opportunity for 
the city to reduce the cost of public lighting; it 
offers cheap gas to the public for illuminating 
and fuel purposes. The bill limits the price of 
natural gas to 35 cents and of manufactured 
gas to 60 cents. If the supply of natural gas 
should prove insufficient, or for any reason the 
new company should prefer to sell manufactured 
gas, the price of gas in this city will be reduced 
40 per cent'from the present moropoly price. 

The bill ngw in the hands of the House of 
Delegates was passed by the Council. While 
before the’ Gouncil: it was carefully considered 
and was amended by the insertion of clauses 
protecting the city from imposition and monopoly 
ecncolidation. It was approved by the City 
Counselor and the Supervisor of Lighting. It 
seems to be a good bill. If it is lacking in any 
point it can be amended. 

The advantage to the city of cheap fuel and 
illuminating gas cannot be over estimated. Gas 
at 35 cents would mean not only an immense 
saving to the people of the city, but it would 
attract manufacturers and would give a tremen- 
dous stimulus to industry and trade. The mil- 
lion mark of population would be an easy mark. 

But all of these_advantages depending upon 
the passage of the bill count for nothing 
with the House Public Improvements Committee. 
The members of the committee, the men who 
stand in the way of the city’s obtaining these 
great benefits, are the following delegates: 


. J. Brennan, James J. Gallagher, Frank 
Simmons, Mathew Tobin, Frank Weeke, 
Joseph Schett and Charles (Cap) Tretl. 

Although six members of the committee, in- 
cluding Chairman Brennan, publicly declare that 
they favor the bill it has never been eonsidered. 
No meeting for that purpose has been called. 

From one source alone is there opposition 
to the bill—the Laclede Gas Light Co., which 
enjoys a monopoly of gas service in St, Louis. 
This corporation naturally opposes a measure 


which offers cheap gas for the people of the city. 


It is fighting for its monopoly power to squeeze 
the city. | 

With all the people demanding cheap gas 
and one monopoly corporation opposing it, 
the House of Delegates refuses to consider 
a bill providing for cheap gas. The inter- 
ests of the gas monopoly outweigh the in- 
tercsts of the people of St. Louwta. 
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The natural results of a far-flung defense line 
are a bigger army and a bigger navy; and the 
certain results of a big army and a big navy are 
oppression at home and abroad.

His ex- 
perience with poverty and with the in- 
gratitude and ridicule of his fellow men 
embittered him and made him cynical 
He failed in venture after venture and 
began to look on mankind as his ene- 
mies. But, throughout, he worshipped 
his elderly wife. He was blind to her 
ugliness, her bad temper and the fact 
that she was 2 years older than he. 
To him she was always beautiful. The 
paint that she plastered half an inch 
thick on her cheeks he regarded as the 
soft blush of youth. When she was over 
fifty he wrote her a letter beginning 
‘‘My dear girl,’’ and in the same epistle 
called her “‘My charming love!’’

Jehn- 
son bent his mighty intellect to menial 





literary tasks to keep them alive. Lit- 


tle by little he won famu as a writer.

He grew enormously fat. His face 
was twisted and scarred by scrofula. 
His linen was dirty and his clothes un- 
kempt. Yet, to the last, his wife was 
bitterly jealous lest his supposed charm 
of looks and manner might lure some 
designing woman to fall in love with 
him and win his heart. The sight of 
these tavo ridiculous people, each be- 
lieving the other a miracle of grace and 
beauty, convulsed literary London with 
laughter. Yet perhaps there was an in- 
finitely pathetic, no unpoetic, side to it 
all. Sincere, lasting love, on whatever 
Object it be lavished, must ever com- 
mand .a certain respect. 

When she was 6&4 Mrs. Johnson fell 
ill. The physicians said she could not 
recover. Johnson was forced to con- 
tinue his writing day and night in order 
to pay for doctors and sick bed lux- 
uries. He could only snatch stray mo- 
ments from his work to be with his 
dying wife. People were amazed to see 
so great a man doing menial labor in 
order to earn a few shillings for a fool- 
ish old woman, who was only a clog to 
his brilliant career.

Johnson’s long, strange life was cen- 
tered in her. They had no _ children. 
There was no one to share with her the 
adoration of the eccentric genius’ in- 
tense nature.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 8—When 
Owen Moran and Abe Attell has com- 
pleted their 23 rounds of fighting at 
the Mission street arena and Referee 
Jack Walsh raised the hands of both 
featherweights as a token of a draw, 
he gave the only decision he could have 


rendered. 

Attell had the class and scored the 
most effective punches, but he let Mo- 
ran do most of the leading, conrenting 
himself for the most part with count- 
ering. 

Neither party was distressed at the 
end, although Moran showed the marks 
of Attell’s gloves where the American 
had jabbed and cut him about the face. 
He was still strong and rugged, how- 
ever. 

It was largely the fault of Attell, 
though, he did not win the verdict. He 
was by far too cautious, not willing to 
take chances, when he saw that he 
could land. There were but few times 
during the fight that he let himself 
loose. His sack of aggressiveness and 
his willingness to let Moran do the 
leading is what threw away the ver- 
dict and the long end of the purse. 

Cuts Fights Too Fine. 


Attell has been cutting his fights too 
fine on many occasions and he turned 
the trick once more yesterday. In splen- 
did condition and with a better head 
than the Englishman, who was wild on 
many occasions, Attell only needed to 
take the chance of exchanging 
punches, 

Round after round Attell showed an 
advantage over his opponent, but it was 
not sefflesentiy marked to give him a 
distinctive lead. Showing more aggres- 
siveness than he did on the last occa- 
sion when they met, Attell disappoint- 
ed his admirers, who expected him to 
display the same snap that he did 
against Battling Nelson. 


Better Boxer Than Puncher. 


Moran was also, in some respects, a 
disappointment, The little Britisher was 
trained to the hour, but proved to be 
far more of a boxer than puncher. He 
repeatedly hit Attell with straight lefts 
and rights, but they did not have the 
damaging force that he has been cred- 
ited with possessing. 

Until almost the close of the fight he 
had not left a mark on Attell and then, 
in the twenty-first round, it was a 
straight left that opened Abe’s right 
eye a bit. 

Attell on the other hand cut Owen 
badly in the seventh. A right to the 
left eye caused the blood to flow freely 
and frequent jabs during the remainder 
of the journey kept opening up the cut. 
Moran was aiso cut about the mouth 
and bleeding at the nose. He was a 
tired boy in the twenty-second round 
when the American punished him Se- 
verely in the bout, but Attell had waited 
too long for the rally and was unable 
to accomplish much, 


Straight Left Best. 
Attell did his most effective work with 
a straight left to the face and !efts to 


the stomach that must have hurt the 
Englishman, for he winced repeatedly 
even though he tried to grin. 

“T thought tnat I was entitled to the 
decision because I forced all the fight- 
ing,”’ said Moran today, ‘“‘but there is 
no use of complaining. I would have 
knocked him out but I broke my hand 
in the second round. It was the right 
hand and I could not pse it much after 
that. If I had both "my hands there 
would have been no doubt @bout the re- 
sult. I am ready to fight him again 
any time. He did not hurt me at any 
time. I will knock him out if we ever 
meet again. The cut on the eye I got 
was not from a punch. He bumped me 
there with his head.’’ 

Statement by Referee. 

Referee Jack Welsh sald: 


“A draw decision was the only one 
that I could render under the circum- 
stances. In the first six rounds 1 ceuld 
not see that either man had any the 
test of it. Then Attell took the lead 
when he opened Moran’s eye and after- 
wards the. Englishman went to the 
front. In the last six rounds I could 
see no advantage. So I had to call ita 
draw. Attell »s the cleverest fighter in 
the world, but Moran forced matters 
which gave him a right to be consid- 
ered.

Abe Attell says: 

“T thought I had that fight won. 
Moran has not got a punch and he 
didnt hurt me. After that round, 
when I cut open his eye, everybody 
could see that he was trying to lose on 
a foul. He roughed me with his gloves 
and once hit me low. He was always 
fighting after the ,onr sounded. I might 
have gone after him, but I felt that I 
was holding him safe. Sure I will fight 
Moran again, but I will not go mere 
than 2% rounds with him or with any- 
one else. I had him cut all to pieces 
anu he did not mark me until toward 
the close. 1 think that Welsh should 
have given me the decision.”’

Papke, who is now the likely candi- 
date to fight Tommy Burns for the 
heavyweight championship of the world, 
instead of Ketchel, has another match 
on which will delay a return battle with 
Ketchel for some time, even if he does 
grant the plea for the third meeting. 
Papke is to garner some expense money 
at the Jeffries club Oct. 14, when he 
meets Hugo Kelly. 

Papke not only won the greatest hon- 
ors in the middleweight class, but en- 
riched his bankroll by Ketchel’s 
financial balm was $6284.. The total 
receipts of the mill were $18,436, of 
which the club retained $5500, 

What Fighters Say. 

Ketchel, through his manager, 
O’Connor, says: 

‘Papke is entitled to all the glory 
that goes with the title and prestige 
of his victory over Ketchel. e have 
no lame excuses to offer for the de- 
feat, but the fact remains that Ketch- 
el’s right eye closed in the first and 
his other eye closed in the third and 
he was practically blind thereafter. We 
want a return match and have asked 
for it. We gave Papke a return match 
and expect the same favor now.”’ 

Papke said: “I guess the public now 
will take some stock in — story of 
the Milwauke fight. After that fight I 
knew I was Ke’chel’s master und only 
wanted a return match to prove it. My 
fight has proved it.’” 

Sianager Jones said: ‘The victory 
was no surprise to me. I bet on Billy 
and begged all my friends to do so, 
but many would not heed my advice.

There never was a time from start 
to finish when Ketchel seemed to have 
Papke going, the ‘Illinois Thunderbolt” 
always holding leads sufficient to gain 
the decision at any period of the fight,

Ketchel was knocked down or against 
the ropes five times in the first round 
and was saved by the gong, and he was 
so groggy when the gong sounded that 
he had to be shown to his corner. 

He was knocked down twice in the 
last round. He never floored Papke 
once, nor did he put any marks on the 
Illinois boy beyond a slight abrasion 
of the skin on the nose. 

Nearly Over in Eleventh. 
The end would have come in the 


eleventh round had it been 10 seconds 
longer, as Ketchel was knocked out 
cold in the final few seconds of this 
round. After fighting Ketchel all over 
the ring in this round, Papke uppercut 
with right and left hard to the chin, 
making Ketchel groggy and off is 
guard. Noting Ketchel’s condition, 
Papke rushed in, and with a hard right 
and. left to the jaw he knocked the 
champion clear out of the ring into the 
audience and the gong rang. 

Ketchel had to be assist to his cor- 
ner, and only for the gong would have 
been out. 

Shows He Is Beaten. 
He responded to the gong at the be-

Two 
or three times he slowed down for an 
instant and treaded water to give his 
lungs a brief respite from the tremen- 
dous strain of catching a breath at 
every fifth stroke, Handy’s face being 
under water the remainder of the time.

A. C. and August M. Goessling of 
the M. A. C., winner of the prize for 
the first race held three years ago, 
in which Handy also competed. The 
event three years ago was a handicap 
race and therefore not a cuampionship 
contest.

Delay at the Start.

Hearst Supports His Allegation 
With Testimony of Former 
Union Leader. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DAVENPORT, Io., Sept. 8.—Address- 
ing a big Labor day crowd here yester- 
day, William Randolph Hearst asserted 
that William J. Bryan while a congress- 
man said that American manufacturers 
were “robbers” and that «American 
workingmen were ‘‘a lot of public beg- 
gars.”’ 

Mr. Hearst read an affidavit made 
July 7, 198, by James Campbell of Pitts- 
burg, formerly president of the Interna- 
tional Association of Window Glass 
Workers, in which Campbell made oath 
that on Sept. 1, 1893, at a meeting of 
the Ways.and Means Committee of the 
House of Representatives in Washing- 
ton William Jennings Bryan, a member 
of that committee, in talking to James 
A. Chambers of the Manufacturers’ 
Committee, referred to the manufac- 
turers as ‘‘robbers.”’ 

“I then said to Mr. Bryan,” the affi- 
davit continues, ‘‘ ‘if you consider the 
manufacturers robbers, what do you 
think of the workers?’ To which Mr.

Bryant Against Bryan. 
Mr, Hearst also read a letter from 
Charies Bryant of Anderson, Ind., dated 
Sept. 2, 1896, in which Bryant said he 
had made affidavit that he also heard 
Mr. Bryan characterize the warkingmen 
as a lot of public beggars, and when one 
of the workingmen answered and said. 
“We do not look upon it as begging to 
ask for protection against the importa- 
tion of foreign products,” Mr. Bryan 
made answer: “Nevertheless, you are 
public beggars.”’ 
Mr. Hearst said: 
“T do not think that any man who 
calls the manufacturers of the United 
States robbers and the workingmen of 
the United States beggars ought to be 
President of this great American peo- 
ple.’”’ 

Thomas L. Hisgen, the Independence 
party candidate for President, accompa- 
nied Mr. Hearst to the speakers’ stand 
and also made a speech, but Mr. Hearst 
was the principal speaker of the day. In 
the first 600 wards of Mr. Hearst’s 
speech he used the personal pronoun “‘I’’ 
83 times, beginning seven consecutive 
sentences with it. 


Bryan Denies Hearst Charges. 
Speciai to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 8.—‘I have not read 
the affidavits or the Hearst speech,” 
said Mr. Bryan this morning, ‘“‘but I 
can say that I never said ‘working 
men were a lot of public beggars.’ The 
Wilson bill was undér consideration in 
1893. 

“IT am not running against Mr. 
Hearst,”’ he added, “but against Mr. 
Taft, and if Mr. Hearst will come out 
and say that his purpose is te aid the 
Republican ticket, or if Mr. Taft will 
indorse’ Mr. Hearst*’s campaign meth- 
ods, then I will answer Mr. Hearst.”

Mrs. Warsen, prior te her marriage 10 
years ago, Was Wiss Madge Redd, a 
noted Kentreky beauty. 

Two weeks age she attempted to take 
her life by drinking laudanum. 

Joseph B. Tayler of 4377 Delmar boule- 
vard was in the rear yard of his 
home when he heard a revolver shot in 
the Warren flat next door. Through the 
window of the rear bedroom of the 
Warren flat came the sound of @ man’s 
veice, saying: 

“Go and tell somebody.” 

A boy’s voice answered: “I don’t know 
whom to tell.’’ 

Taylor entered the Warren flat and 
ran upstairs. He went to the rear bed- 
room from which the sound of the shot 
had come. 

Revolver 10 Feet Away. 

Mrs. Warren was lying on the floor 
in the center of the room. Her hus- 
band and her son, Oliver, 7 years old, 
and a negro maid were bending over 
Mrs. Warren. On the bed 10 feet from 
the prostrate woman lay a revolver. 

Warren was unable to make a coher- 
ent statement. All he was able to say 
was that he had come home an hour 
before and went to sleep on a couch in 
the parlor. 

Awakened by the shot, he ran into 
the bedroom and found his wife lying 
on the floor, he said. 

Warren is the sen of the late Isaac 
S. Warren, a wealthy citizen of Kirk- 
wood. He ig 32 years old. His friends 
say that in the 10 years since his mar- 
riage he has spent two fortunes, those 
left him separately by his father and 
his mother, and that his beautiful 
young wife frequently complained of 
ithe irregularity of his habits and 
pleaded with him to invest what re- 
mained of his fortune in some business 
and live a more settled life. 

Warren for several years was a boon 
companion of Jimmy Hopkins, son of 
the president of the Diamond Match 
Co., who was disinherited when he 
eloped with a St. Louis girl, and who 
died recently at Colorado Springs. 

While being taken in an ambulance 
to the Missouri Baptist Sanitarium after 
the shooting, Mrs. Warren was con- 
scious. She begged that an anesthetic 
be administered to ease her pain. Dr. 
Floyd Stewart, her family physician, 
who rode with her to the hospital, 
questioned her closely, but she would 
not say that she shot herself. She died 
refusing to make a statement as to 
whether her wound was self-inflicted. 

Warren's condition after the shooting 
was such that two policemen were sta- 
tioned at the house te care for him, 
and Mr. Taylor, his next-door neighbor, 
remained in his room with him all night. 

Tuesday it was stated that Warren 
was still in no condition to make a 
statement. 

The Warrens were married at Lexing- 
ton, Ky., but they lived in St. Louis 
for the last nine years. She was his 
first cousin. 

While they never formally agreed to 
separate, there were periods when’ they 
lived apart and when Mrs. Warren did 
not know where her husband was. 

Dr. Stewart said Tuesday that Mrs, 
Stewart called his office on the tele- 
phone six times Monday afternoon, say- 
ing that she wanted to see him at once. 
He was out and did not receive the 
messages until his return to his office 
late in the afternoon. 

He was about to start to the Warren 
home when another message came that 
Mrs. Warren had shot herself. q 

‘Mrs. Warren had frequently told me 
that she was tired of life and would 
‘end it all.’ said Dr. Stewart.
